ATTACKS NEIL’S ESTIMATE, 


Commissioner Lane Declares That It 
Is a Rank Fake. 
Montgomery, Ala., August 12.—(Special.)— 
Hector D. Lane, commissioner of agricul- 
ture of Alabama and president of the 
Scuthern Cotton Growers’ Association, re- 
turned from Texas today. He says a thor- 
ough investigation of the subject has con- 
firmed his belief that Statistician Neal’s re- 
cent cotton report is a rank fake. He says 
the reduction in the Texas crop will amount 
to fully 2% per cent instead of 2 per cent. 
Mr. Lane urges the cotton growers to hold 
their cotton off the market as long as possi- 
ble, and says that Neil and his bosses, the 
. bears, are trying to encourage them by 
false pretenses to market their crop early 
in the season. Mr. Lane will be in Atlanta 
about Wednesday to complete his work for 
Alabama's exposition exhibits.

Mr. Heman swore that a con- 
Struction company paid him $1,000, osten- 
sibly for the use of a derrick, but really 
only $500 was for that, the other $500 being 
conditioned on his not bidding on the 
work at a less sum than $20,000. The work 
was let to the firm charged.

~ KILLS BS GIRL. 


John Carroll, a Young White Man, Shoots 
Maggie Cockran. 


A MIDNIGHT TRAGEDY ON DECATUR 


The Woman Livesan Hour and Describes 
the Sbooting—Carroll Arrested—He | 
Says It Was Accidental. 


Maggie Cockran, a woman of disreputabie 
character, was shot to death about 11:30 
o’clock last night by John Carroll, a young 
white man well known about town. 

The murder was committed at the house 
of the woman over the Consolidated Bot- 
tling Company’s establishment on the cor- 
ner of Decatur and Pratt streets, and from 
the statement of the woman before she 
died, it was uncalled for and cold blooded. 
She said that Carroll shot hee without 
provocation. 

The murderer ran from the building 
when he had fired the fatal shots and 
despite the quick arrival of the police, 
made his escape. 

A pistol was found at the foot of the 
steps leading to the woman’s room, pre- 
sumably dropped by Carroll in his flight. 
It was a thirty-eight caliber and had five 
empty shells in it, Those who heard the 
shots differ as to the number fired, Some 
say five and some only three. The pistol 
when found appeared to have been freshly 
fired, the smell of burnt powder being dis- 
tinguished. 

The woman lived probably an hour after 
sne received three wounds. She talked 
about the shooting freely shortly after- 
wards, giving the police the name of the 
man who shot her and why he did it. She 
was sent to the Grady hospital in the am- 
bulance, where she died. Three bullets en- 
tered the abdomen of the woman and she 
was past the aid of the physicians when 
they arrived, 

It seems that Carroll and the woman have 
been living together for some. time. She 
said before dying that he came to her 
house and made some request of her which 
she declined to grant. When she told him 
that she would not accede to his wishes 
she said that Carroll pulled his pistol and 
began shooting. When he had emptied the 
gun he made a break for the street, leaving 
her on the floor Wounded. 

The shots were heard on the street and a 
crowd quickly gathered. A runner was 
sent 'to police headquarters for the officers 
and Captain Jennings, Officer Wildaver, 
Detective Wootten and others quickly ar- 
rived on the scene. To Captain Jennings 
the woman made the statement and when 
Carroll’s mame was learned as the mur- 
derer Captain Jennings and his men scat- 
tered and scoured the vicinity for him. He 
was traced in the direction of the Grady 
hospital, but the track was soon lost and 
the man could not be found. 

Officers Kilpatrick and B. T. Wilson 
were detailed to work on the case all night 
and they went at once to the home of the 
man on Garibaldi street, or rather to his 
father’s home. Carroil’s father is a shoe. 
maker on West ‘Peters street and resides at 
87 Garibaldi street. 

Carroll was arrested at 1 o'clock this 
fmorning near his home, 98 Garibaldi street, 
Policemen Kilpatrick and E. T. Wilson 
made the arrest. Carroll said that the shoot- 
ing was accidental. He was locked up at 
the station house. 


IN THE THROES OF DEATH. 


A Mother Unconsciously Drowns Her 
Babe. 

Baltimore, August 12.—With the body of 

her two-months-old baby, John, clasped 


‘tightly in her arms, Mrs. Barbara Busch- 


man, twenty-five years of age, of 305 O’ Don- 
nell street, was found dead in the yard at- 
tached to her home early this morning. 
When the woman’s husband, George Busch- 
man, retired last night his wife was ap- 
parently in excellent health. She remarked 


. that she would remain below stairs a while 


to allow the baby to get some air. When 
the husband awoke this morning he found 
beside a small tub filled 
with water, her head hanging over the 
edge. Pressed closely to her breast was the 
body of their dead child, completely im- 
mersed in the water. After an examination, 
physicians declared that the woman died 
of spasms, superinduced by intermittent fe- 
ver. The woman had fallen across the tub, 
and in her unconscious condition held her 
babe under water for several hours. Mr. 
and Mrs. Buschman had been married 
about a year. They came here from Phila- 
delphia three months ago. 


KILLED IN A RUNAWAY, 


Mrs. Roberts, of Sugar Valley, Thrown 
from a Carriage. 

Rome, Ga., August 12,—(Special.)}—Thomas 
Roberts, a prominent citizen of Sugar Val- 
ley, with his family and a visitor, Mrs. 
Clements, started on Saturday to drive to 
church in a double hack. Some defect in 
the harness caused the horses to become 
frightened and to run away, athe hack 
overturned and the family were thrown out. 
Mrs. Roberts was killed instantly and the 
rest of the occupants were badly hurt, Mrs. 
Clements is thought to be fatally injured. 


THE DEATH ROLL. 
Mrs. Thomas Interred. 

Sparta, @a.,, August 12.—(Special.)—The 
remains of Mrs. Almira N. Thomas, wife of 
Dr. Francis A. Thomas, were accompanied 
here by her sons, Hon. Lewis W. Thomas, 
Professor W. P. Thowas and Dr. Joseph M. 
Thomas. The burial occurred in the Sparta 
cemetery, after an impressive and able 
funeral discourse by Rev. W, R. Branham, 
in the Methodist church, 

Mrs. Thomas was a lady of rare virtue 
and her death will make a great void in 
her family and social circle here. She was 
the daughter of Colonel Lewis Wimberly, 
of Talbot, a family prominent for large 
wealth and influence in the counties of 
Talbot, Jones, Houston and Bibb. 

In 1844 she became the wife of Dr. Fran- 
cis A. Thomas, of Mt. Zion, in Hancock 
county, who had finished his preparation 


‘for college under Dr. Beman and graduated 


at Randolph-Macon college §n Virginia, 
and in medicine in the college in Augusta 
and Charleston, and who attained eminence 
in his profession. 

‘The Methodist church of which Mrs, 
Thomas was a member was packed with a 
sympathizing throng of persons who met 
to pay their last tribute of respect to this 
excellent woman.

Negroes Fire. on the Whites—Then 
There Was a Small Battle. 

Winston; N.: ©., August 12.—A riot be- 
tween whites and blacks, which came near 
terminating seriously, occurred here last 
night. The trouble originated over a report 
given out about 9 o'clock at all the 
colored churches to the effect that a crowd 
of whites were going to lynch Arthur Tut- 
tle, who is being tried here for the murder 
of Policeman Vickers last May. The ne- 
groes, to the number of 300, marched to the 
jail, where they remained for several hours. 
They were armed with pistols and guns. 

Mayor Gray addressed the negroes, as- 
suring them that, there was no danger of 
lynching and begging them. to disperse. 
Sheriff McArthur and two Winston law- 
yers ulsu urged the band to go away, tell- 
ing them there was no occasion for their 
conduct. Judge Brown, who is holding 
court, notified the negroes that they were 
violating the law, that Tuttle was getting @ 
fair trial and that he would be responsible 
for his protection. 

The negroes told his honor they would 
disperse if the sheriff would place twenty 
officers on guard around the jail. This was 
done, but many of the’mob refused to 
leave. Sheriff McArthur, in response to 
orders from Judge Brown, called out the 
Forsythe Riflemen and a number of depu- 
ties. His honor also instructed the sheriff 
to arrest all negroes who refused to dis- 
perse. The mob then began firing on the 
whites, several officers being struck with 
small bird shot, but none were hurt seri- 
ously. About 150 shots were fired by the 
riflemen and negroes, but no one was killed. 
The negroes broke and ran when the mi- 
litia began shooting. Fourteen of the riot- 
ers are in jail. 

Upon the assembling of court Judge 
Brown summoned the grand jury before 
him and instructed them to investigate 
who was responsible for last night's riot 
and see that they were punished. 

Winston's city fathers today instructed 
Mayor Gray to order a Gatling gun from 
Charlotta and ask the authorities there to 
furnish a man to operate it. The mayor, 
chief of police and sheriff. were also in- 
structed to make all necessary arrange- 
Ments for protection of the city tonight 
and to procure all arms and ammunition 
necaed, 


ALL FOUR FATALLY WOUNDED. 


Desperate Fight in Indian Ter- 


ritory. 

Nowata, I. T., August 12.—A desperate and 
bloody battle between the McCurt brothers 
and the Walker brothers occurred here 
this morning. There were two on each side 
and the four were armed with shotguns, 
and the fight was a hot one. When the 
smoke cleared away all of the participants 
were found to be fatally wounded. The 
tragedy grew out of an old grudge. 


ANOTHER OUTBREAK IN MURRAY. 


-_——— 


Two Informers Fired Upon from Am- 
bush and One Was Badly Injured. 
It is apparent that another serious out- 

break is imminent in Murray county, the 

home of the whitecappers, 

Last Saturday evening about dark, 
George Bryant. and Willis Dockerey, of 
Gilmer county, left their homes and started 
on foot to a neighboring settlement just 
across the line into Murray county. They 
followed the Field’s gap road, which has 
now become famous on account of the 
many bloody deeds that have been com- 
mitted along that highway. 

When the two fravelers had reached a 
point in the road near the premises of J. 
S. Worley, a brother of Henry Worley, who 
was murdered by the whitecappers, they 
were fired upon from ambush by parties 
concealed in the undergrowth near the 
roadside, Bryant was shot in the thigh, 
the ball ranging down and lodging near the 
knee, while Dockerey had several bullet 
holes in his clothes to testify to the nar- 
row escape he had made. | 

Dockerey dragged the wounded man into 
the bushes and together they waited. In 
about two hours Deputy Marshal Wilburn 
Tankersley passed the spot in a buggy 
and the wounded man and his companion 
were taken on to Ellijay. Bryant was 
found to be quite seriously hurt and his 
wound was dressed by Dr, Tankersley. 

Both Bryant and Dockerey are known 
to have informed the revenue men of dis- 
tilleries that have been in operation and it 
is thought that it was the purpose of the 
ambushed party to kill the men as Worley 
was killed. 

It will bring about an investigation by 
the government, and it is thought that 
some government officials’ are now on the 
scene making an investigation, though the 
authorities here have had nothing to say 
upon the subject. 


UNDER THE MATTRESS 


A Moonshiner Hides but the Deputies 
Haul Him Out. 

The capture of a moonshiner in Henry 
cunty a few nights ago makes a very in- 
teresting episode in the life of Deputy 
Marshal Scott, 

Between two heavy mattresses, on @ 
warm, sultry night, with the perspiration 
streaming from hiis face and body, the 
moonshiner was discovered by the arresting 
officer, 

In this painful attitude of self-protection 
the helpless distiller of corn spirits had 
been cramped for quite a while, At the 
time the deputy marshal entered the room 
to begin his search the figures of two fe- 
male inmates of the household were ex- 
tended across the surface of the couch. 

To support this mass of human flesh, to- 
gether with the mattress under it, was 
more than one man could withstand on a 
hot night and the’poor moonshiner nearly 
suffocated. 

jie was put under arrest by the deputy 
marshal, who was armed with the proper 
warrant, and brought to Atlanta for trial. 

Before Commissioner Broyles the full de- 
tails of the capture were brought to light 
yesterday morning and a brief resume of 
the evidence makes a very interesting 
story. 

For several days the deputy marshal had 
been looking owt for the moonshiner, whose 
name is T. J. Lockhart, but the moonshiner 
caught an inkling of this fact and meas- 
ured his distances accordingly. The depu- 
ty, however, learned from certain parties 
in the neighborhood that Lockhart wouid 
be at home on Friday evening. 

After hearing all the evidence in the case 
the moonshiner was put under a $200 bond. 
Unable to give this he was committed to

Smith’s lot in West End, has not ended yet, 
but it is likely that it will terminate today 
in.a victory for Mr. Smith. 

The dispute between Mr. Smith and the 
sanitary department was opened up bright 
and early yesterday morning by the action 
of Inspector King making the third case 
against Mr, Smith on account of his having 
buried a dead cow in his back lot over a 
week ago. Mr. Sniith has been tried and 
fined on two occasions in the police court in 
the last four or five days. He was first fined 
for creating a nuisance by burying the cow 
and then for failing to abate the nuisance 
after being notified to do so. 

The matter was brought to the attention 
of Mayor King yesterday, and he was asked 
to remit the fines now charged against Mr. 
Smith, The mayor is the only city official 
who has the power to remit:fines, and he 
rarely exercises this authority, save upon 
the recommendation of the recorder. 

“It was shown to me,”’ said Mayor King, 
“that the cow had been buried about twelve 
days, and I thought it best tg let the body 
remain where it was rather than undertake 
its removal. I though this would be the 
least objectionable, and I so suggested to 
the acting recorder in a note which I wrote 
to him. I assured him that Mr. Smith 
would not intentionally violate any of the 
city’s laws, : 

“The sanitary department was not advised 
of the burial until some days after it occur- 


mendable zeal. My action in no way con- 
flicts with its work. It is possible that the 
fines imposed on Mr. Smith may be reduced 
or remitted, if the acting recorder who im- 
posed them, Hon. T: C. Mayson, and Hon. 
W. 8S. Bell, so recommend, after conference 
with the sanitary imspectors, but no such 
action has been taken up to this time. 

“I cannot let. the occasion pass without 
commending these officers for their zeal in 
discharging their duties.” 

So the case stands. It would seem that 
Mr. Smith has at last triumphed. The case 
has excited a great deal of comment. Mr. 
Smith feels certain that right is on his side 
Speaking of the case yesterday he said: 

“I will first say,”’ said Mr. Smith, ‘“‘that 
on Thursday morning, the Ist day of Au- 

ust, my cow died, and I did as I have 
one several times before when my animals 
have died—I buried her on my land very 
soon after death. I did it to prevent any 
nuisance of any kind. If I had allowed 
her to remain on the ground it would have 
been an intolerable nuisance, and if I had 
removed her beyond the city limits I would 
have been bound to find some person who 
would not object to burying her on his 
land. This I might, or I might not, have 
been able to do; it would have taken time, 
of which I had none to spare, and it would 
have been troublesome and expensive. I 
did what I knew would certainly, positively 
and absolutely prevent any nuisance what- 
ever, and at small expense, trouble or in- 
convenience. I had not the slightest idea 
that I was doing anything wrong. I 
knew positively that I was doing the right 
thing—the very best thing that could pos- 
sibly be done to prevent any annoyance 
whatever. It never occurred to me that I 
was violating any law or regulation of the 
city, county or state. I regard law as_it 
was defined by one-of the greatest lawyers 
that i my or any other state, ever pro- 
duced: e said law was common 
sense, and that ‘any enactment of any leg- 
islature that could not be sustained by 
common sense could not stand the test of 
the courts, if properly brought before an 
honest, competent tribunal.’ 

“What I did was honestly done, solely 
with the view of discharging my duty 
honestly and faithfully as a citizen, so as 
to effectually and absolutely prevent any 
nuisance or unpleasantness to my neighbors 
as well as my own family. 

‘My intention—to prevent any nuizance— 
has been as successful as it is possible for 
any human effort to be ‘n anything; there 
has not been any nuisance on account of 
“he death of that cow. or arising from 
the manner in which I disposed of her re- 
mains; not a single particle of offensive 
ocor for a single moment from the time she 
was buried till now, and will never be if her 
— are undisturbed as I disposed of 
them. 

“In saying this I know what I say, and 

assert it most positively and emphatically, 
and I invite the most careful scrutiny or 
investigation that man is capable of apply- 
ing and defy the world to show that for 
any single instent there has been any odor 
offensive or otherwise escaping from that 
cow. 
“It is physically and scientifically im- 
possible for any odor from that cow to 
reach the surface of the ground; and those 
persons who are making objections to 
what I did on the ground that I have caus- 
ed a nuisance are very ignorant, to say 
the very least. 

“I wish to say candidly and without any 
equivocation that if I had known of any 
ordinance or law of the city council against 
furying that cow on my land, or if I had 
even suspected that there might be any 
such law or ordinance, or if such a thought 
had occurred to me, I would not have 
buried her without first reporiing the case 
to the city authorities. even though I 
might and would have thought and known 
that such a law was wrong; but no such 
thought ever occurred to me for a second. 
I did what I knew was the very best thing 
that could possibly be done—the only right 
and proper thing to do; and ‘against such 
there is no law.’ 

‘Since’ the city officials have 
charges ai me I ave not 
onl in the law myself, 
and found that I have violated no law, 
and that there is nothing in the city code 
to condemn or find fault with my action, 
but I have consulted Judge Anderson, the 
city attorney, and he telis me I have not 
violated any law; and he said he would 
see Mr. T. C. Mayson, and that he had no 
doubt Mr. Mayson would remit the fine im- 

sed, when he properly understood the 
aw in the case. 

“It is said the evidence was that I had 
buried the cow within fifty feet of my 
house and the same distance of another 
house. This is an error, No such evidence 
was produced: and such is not a fact.’ 

“It is further said that the officers testi- 
fied that they had to disinfect on the Sun- 
day previous. This is another error. No 
such evidence was offered, and if any such’ 
thing was done, I never heard of it. It is 
further said that others testified that the 
stench created by burying the cow was 
a nuisance. at is another error. No 
such testimony was given or offered, and 
there has not at any time, for a single 
second, been any stench from the burying 
of the cow, By burying her, as I did, I 
effectually -prevented any stench. 

“I buried the cow on my land. My land 
extends back nearly 700 feet from the front, 
and is from 19 to 19 feet wide. I have 
considerable land that I use for agricul- 
tural . My lot is not a small 3230x100

On 
the 9th day of the month, in the afternoon, 
Inspector King ordered me to remove the 
remains, and Chief Inspector Veal still in- 
sists that I Shall do so and Acting Recorder 
Bell expressed an unwillingness to hear me 
tell why I thought proper to disobey the 
stupid order of poagewect King and Veal 
though he finally allowed me to say that I 
and his honor and every man having any 
sense or any regard for the welfare of me 
and my neighbors could but know that 
obeying such tan order would create a 
great and a fearful nuigsince. His only re- 
ply to this was, ,jzhat he could not help it; 
that I should not thave buried the cow 
there and that it was my duy to obey 
the order without any regard to what 
might be the consequences. 

“IT reminded him that the question of 
whether it was right or wrong for me to 
bury the cow was not before him. but 
that the only question for him to consider 
was ‘this: was I right or mot in ~efusing to 
obey the order for which I was then before 
him. I am very respectfully.

Dr. 0’Daniel Says That Insanity Runs in 
Mrs. Nobles's Family, 


HER MOTHER WAS IN THE ASYLUM 


Tbe Old Woman’s Physical Condition In- 
dicates That She {fs Not Morally 
Responsible for Her Crime. 


Macon, Ga., August 12.—(Special.)—The 
Constitution stated this morning that on 
Baturdiy night Dr. W. A. O’Daniel, one 
of the physicians at the state lunatic asy- 
lum, cewlled at ‘tthe jail and had a long 
talk with Mrs. Nobles with a view of 
testing her soundness of mind, and as a 
result of his investigation giave an affidavit 
to her attorney, Marion Harris, in which 
he declared that Mrs. Nobles is insane. 

Dr. O’Daniel is an expert on the subject 
of insanity. His profession is the treat- 
ment af the insane. His daily Hfe is 
passed amongst them. Hence his affidavit 
will naturally carry great weight. Dr., 
O’Daniel is a son of the ex-principal phy- 
sician of the penitentiary and is a member 
of the state medical examining board. A 
especial s.gnificance can also be given to 
the affidavit from the fact that Dr. 
vu'vVaniel is a native of Twiggs county, 
where the murder was committed, he has 
possessions there and his father is a lead- 
ing physician and popular citizeh of that 
county. 


The Affidavit. 


In the course of his affidavit he says: 
“Georgia, B.bb County—In person comes 
before ine undersigned a notary pubi.c in 
and for said county, W. A. O’ Daniel, who, 
being duly sworn the truth to speak, now

Ei.za- 
beth Nobies, who is now confined in Kipb 
county jail at Macon; that deponent made 
#& careful examination of said Mrs. Noes 
and deponent finds as a result of said ex- 
amination that Mrs. Nobles his innerited 
the same iusane tendencies of her mother, 
Sarah Scarborough, who was sent to the 
state lunatic asylum ai the age of about 
fifty years. Her mother was sent to the 
asylum in the year 1853, and deponent finds 
wne following entry on the record books 
for the asylum of that year which he here 
transcribes verbatim: ‘Sarah Scarborough, 
pauper iunatic from Puiaski county, Geor- 
gia.

THE ROAD 1S NOW BOTTLED UP 


A Receiver Is Now Running It-The Line 
Passes Through a Ricb Agricultural 
‘ and Mineral Country. 


Rome, Ga., August 12,—(Special,.)—An inter- 
esting rumor has been circulated in regard 
to the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
railroad, 

The rumor is in effect that upon its reor- 
ganization ithe Central Railroad and Hanking 
Company will assume entire control of 
the former road. It is said that the Cen- 
tral people own 41 per cent of the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Columbus, which is now 
in the hands of a receiver, Colonel KE, E. 
Jones, During the receivership Colonel 
Jones has used every means in his power 
to build up the business of the road, both 
passenger and freight traffic, and has suc- 
ceeded remarkably well as the road was 
badly run-down, . 


Something About the Line. 

The Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
was built in 1887-8, Mr. J. D. Williamson, 
now of New York, being the prime mover 
in its building and equipment. 

It was projected to run from Chattanoo- 
» to Carrollton, opening up a splendid se¢- 

on. 

Afterwards, however, influences were 
brought to bear to build to Griffin, and it 
was virtually bottled up at that end of the 
line by the Central. 

The line runs through the rich farming 
counties of Walker, Chattooga, Floyd, Polk, 
Haralson, Carroll, Coweta and into Spald- 
ing. Besides .their immense agricultural 
wealth, these counties abound in mineral 
and timber lands of untold richness, which 


It Did Not Pan Out. 

Despite the fact of natural wealth and 
resources of the country along its line, the 
road did not pan out financially, éwing to 
its unfortunate terminal facilities, largely, 
and it was placed in the hands of a receiver 
several years ago after having been leased 
to the Central. 

Along the line are the growing towns of 
LaFayette, Summerville, Rome, Cedartown, 
Carrollton, Senoia, Newnan and Griffin, all 
among the most prosperous business points 
in the state, and it does look as if the road 
ought to have paid with a fair showing. 

A Queer Combination. 

Just now the road is in a queer combina- 
tion growing out of the various big railroad 
deals of the past few years. The Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis having 
secured control of t&e Western and Atlantic 
proceeded to gobble up the Central. 

The Central had already obtained control 
of the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus, 
but in the new deal the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis declined to assume any 
responsibility for the Chattanooga, Rome 
and Columbus, but left it still under the 
control of the Central,

MARSHAL HOGUE DIED. 


Jep Ransom Ssys That Jim Bartlett 
Fired the Fatal Shot, 


West Point, Ga., August 12,—(Special.)— 
Marshal H. H. Hogue, who was shot Sat- 
urday night, died the next morning. The 


doctors did all they could to save him. 

Jeff Ransom was arreseed about ten miles 
from here and was brought to town by a 
posse. Ransom was with Jim Bartlett 
when the shooting occurred, Ransom de- 
clares that he did not shoot, and says that 
Bartlett fired the fatal shot. 

The prisoner said today to The Constitu- 


tion’s correspondent: 

‘Jim Bartlett had to come to West Point 
yesterday after a load of lumber, and ask- 
ed me to come along with him for company. 
After getting the lumber loaded we went 
down to some of the ‘blind tigers’ on the 
Alabama line and got to drinking, and when 
we left town Jim was driving, and partly 
ran the mules across the bridge, after which 
he began to fire off his pistol. I tried to 
get the pistol away from him but failed, 
He kept loading and firing it going out of 
town, Just beyond Mr. Callaway’s a buggy 
passed us with two people init. They stop- 
ped a short distance ahead of us and one 
man got out and walked up to the wagon, 
where I was fixing a loose trace, with a 
pistol in his hand, saying: ‘Gentlemen, 
gentlemen,’ looking at Jim. I saw Jim’s 
pistol out also, I begged him not to shoot, 
at the same time moving to the rear of 
the wagon. Mr. Hogue, I reckon it was, 
moved there also. As quick as a flash the 
two began firing, and I can’t see why both 
were not killed. They seemed to be cov- 
ered with fire. 3 

“TI ran I hardly know which way, but 
, after stopping at Mr. Stripling’s and getting 
1a mule from one of his negroes, I got to 
Mr. Ridgeway’s and went on to Mr. Wil- 
| Hams’s, where I found the men in search 
of us from West Point.

back to town by Marshal Reed. It is ru- 
'mored that Jim Bartlett, who Ransom 
claims did the shooting, is dangerously 
wounded himself and may be dead in the 
woods.

SAYS THEY TRIED TO BULLDOZE HIM 


The Witnesses Still Stick to Their State- 
ment That They Saw Glenn in 
the Jury Room. 


That Glenn incident, brought up recemt- 
ly over the fight for the new trial of Myers, 
seems to have absorbed the real case and 
the issue of affidavits has become para- 
mount. 

L. N. Mercier and J. J. Rowe, who swore 
that they saw Colonel W. C. Glenn talk- 
ing to jurors during the trial of Myers, 
were arrested again yesterday morning 
and brought before a justice. This time 
the charge against them comes from C, 
C. Clay, one of the jurors in the case, 
who charges misdemeanor, in that the two 
men attempted to force him into making 
a false affidavit. 

The men were arrested yesterday morn- 
ing and brought before Justice Bloodworth, 
where they gave a bond of $300, the same 
amount required in the case brought by 
Mr. Glenn himself, who charged perjury. 

When the affidavits were made against 
him Colonel Glenn announced that he in- 
tended to push the case and he has been 
doing it with all vigor. 

lay. 

The Claims of Clay. 

It is charged by Mr. Clay that Saturday 
afternoon Messrs. Mercier and Rowe came 
to see him. They said they wished to obs 
tain an affidavit to the effect that he had 
seen Mr. Glenn walk into the jury room, 
shake hands with the jurors and converse 
with them. ; 

The juror says they were pleasant at 
first but when he informed them that he 
could not sign the paper they became 
ugly in their manner and said that he 
must sign it. He still refused. Mercier 
drew up a chair and started to write out 
the affidavit. Clay says that he informed 
him that if thie was done he would have 
him arrested. Seeing their efforts would be 
futile the men left. 

Clay says that on Sunday Mercier came 
to his house again. He was with a man 
who gave his name as Robinson. The two 
men renewed the request that he would 
sign the paper stating that he had seen 
Glenn in confab with the jurors. Upon 
his refusal they persisted so earnestly that 
he was forced to call in the neighbors for- 
fear of having a personal difficulty. 

They afterwards left saying that he 
would sign it in the end. It was for that 
that the man had the warrants against 
Rowe and Mercier taken out, and it was 
for this that they were arrested yesterday. 

Stick to Their Statements. 

With all their troubles, Rowe and Mer- 
cier still stick to the statement that they 
saw Mr. Glenn remair in the jury room. 

“I could not have been mistaken,” said 
Rowe yesterday afternoon. “I say it as 
plainly as I ever saw anything in my life. 
I was seated, as I said in the affidavit, in 
the gallery just opposite the jury room 
and it was there that I saw him shake 
hands with the jurymen.” 

Mercier makes the same positive state- 
ment. 

Mr. Hamilton Douglass appeared yester- 
day for Rowe and Mercier. 

Said a lawyer yesterday: “This is all a 
grand stand play of Bill Glenn's. He’s up 
to all tricks that will push the interests of 
his case. In all this he is making capital 
or trying to make it. The affidavits of 
Mercier and Rowe would have never been 
brought out unless he had forced them, and 
as far as his pretense of feeling injured by 
the affidavits, that is all bosh. Personally 
he doesn’t care a snap for what they say 
against him. But it’s good capital for the 
Myers case—his side of it—and he is work- 
ing it for all it’s worth.” 


FOR EMBEZZLEMENT. 


H. C. Marable, Formerly Manager of a 
Collection Agency, Arrested. 

H. C. Marable, formerly manager of the 
Publishers’ collection agency’s local office, 
was arvyested yesterday on a warrant 
sworn out by J. D. Lattimer, the present 
manager of the Atlanta office of the con- 
cern, charging him with embezzlement, 
The amount involved is about $125.

Au Absurd Law. 

The Springfield Republican has the 
following remarkable item, with a few 
appropriate comments: 

The most ridiculous plece of legislation 
lately brought into notice is that New York 
Statute of 1892 which auth»rizes counties 
and towns to pay back to any man who 
was drafted in 1863 and hired a substitute 
the sum of $300 with interest from that 
date to the present. This was carrying 
the pensioning business to the point of re- 
warding the men who escaped military 
duty entirely, The theory of the law seems 
to have been that the drafted person fought 
for his country through a substitute and 
was entitled to reward for his distinguished 
services. But Justice Brown, of one of 
the state courts, who has pronounced the 
act unconstitutional, says that the money 
paid by the drafted man for a substitute 
was for his own personal benefit and not 
for a pubWNc object, Many good men and 
brave men hired substitutes and were in 
a position where they were practically com- 
pelled to, but we did not suppose that there 
was one in the whole list who had the 
temerity to claim that the government 
thereby had put itself under debt to him. 
How such a law ever got through the legis- 
lature seems to be a mystery. 


Such legislation is the climax of un- 
patriotic folly, and we are not surprised 
that it has been declared unconstitu- 
tional. 

It was the duty of the New Yorkers 
who were drafted to go to the front, and 
if they escaped military service by send- 
ing a substitute it is right and proper 
that they should foot the bill. To re- 
fund the money they paid for substi- 
tutes, with interest for thirty years or 
more, would be robbing the people for 
the benefit of a few cowards who are 
not fit to live in the union which was 
saved by the bayonets of braver men. 

Instead of reimbursing the men who 
hired their neighbors to do their fight- 
ing, it would have been better to double 
tax them for the remainder of their ex- 
istence. The northerners who fought 
by proxy for the union deserve no fa- 
vors. We agree with The Republican 
that it is a mystery how such a law 
ever got through the New York legis- 
lature. 


The Manipulators at Work. 

At the request of Mr. Cleveland the 
New York agents of certain British 
bankers undertook, for certain considera- 
tions—some of which have been made 
public, while others have remained a 
dead secret, to place not only $62,000,000 
of gold in the treasury, but to alter the 
whole course of trade and exchange in 
order to protect the drain on the treas- 
ury reserve. In order to do this, the 
syndicate must not only be able to go 
into the market and buy the gold, but 
it must be able to corner it absolutely. 

The first profit of the syndicate 
amounted to ten or twelve millions in 
gold, which profit has been divided 
fairly, as we may suppose, between its 
members and the co-operating banks in 
New York. The profit seems large when 
looked at by a farmer or by a man who 


is supporting himself on a small salary, 


but it is possibly none too large when we 
regard the serious nature of the busi- 
ness undertaken by the syndicate. The 
syndicate was out for the money that 
there might be in the transaction, and 
its operations have been entirely legit- 
imate from a business point of view. 
When one banker or a dozen bankers 
discover the agents of a great govern- 
ment at sea, with no knowledge of 
finance and no fixed policy except that 
which is approved and commended by 
the bondholding and money lending class 
—a policy that leads to inevitable ruin, 
it is perfectly natural that these bank- 
ers should jump at an opportunity to 
make the immense profits that are to be 
found in placing a government loan. 
The present syndicate fell heir to a big- 
ger share of profits than it expected. » 
It struck a bonanza, and is entitled to 
all it has made, or can make out of it. 

So far so good. But the syndicate has 
an option on all the bonds the.~govern- 
ment may issue before the Ist of Octo- 
ber, and the eastern newspapers say that 
there are other secret arrangements by 
which the “credit” of the government 
is to be maintained. 

The prospect is that developments in 
the near future will show precisely what 
the nature of these secret contracts are. 
The shipments of gold have begun again 
and those who have studied the course 
of the exchange market during the last 
six months know to a_ certainty that 
there is nothing whatever to prevent 
the shipment of gold. More than this, 
the syndicate, purely with an eye to 
business, has had some of the bonds 
which it deposited in London returned 
to this country for sale. The excuse is 
that they come in response to the de- 
mands of national banks which desire 
to increase their circulation; but it is 
perfectly well known that the national 
banks are deereasing instead of in- 
creasing their circulation. Consequently, 
it may be taken for granted that the 
gale of United States bonds by Euro- 
pean holders is due to manipulations 
which mean no good. 


Advice to Goldbugs. 

We advise our goldbug contemporaries 
not to make too much fuss about the 
single silver standard. No one who is 
in favor of the free coinage of silver 
wants the single silver standard, pre 
ferring bimetallism altogether. And yet 
if the single silver standard is pushed 
forward by the cuckoos as an alterna- 
tive, the honest voters of the country 
will begin to inquire whether it is worse 
or better than the single gold standard. 

At the very. beginning of their inves- 
tigations the voters will discover that, 
in comparison with everything else ex- 
cept gold, the value of silver has re- 
mained level and stable. In other words,

What, then, would “the single silver 
standard mean to, the producers and 
the wage earners of the country? It 
would mean that the producers would 
receive the same prices for their prod- 
ucts—their cotton and their wheat—that 
they received in 1873. It would mean 
that the workingmen would, in the 
course of a few months, have their 
Wages nearly doubled. 

Would all this be a very great hard- 
ship? We think not. Consequently, we 
think the goldbuges are rather trifling 
with the situation from their own point 
of view when they deelare that the 
restoration of silver will result in the 
Single silver standard. 


Despoiled by the British. 


The newspaper controlled by the sec- 
retary of the interior very properly 
sympathizes with Egypt, which is now 
taxed to death to pay its bonded indebt- 
edness to the British. ' 

Our contemporary quotes the following 
figures from our consul at Cairo in re- 
gard to Egypt: 

Its bonded debt reaches the enormous 
total of $509,000,000. The population being 
Only 7,000,000, this is a debt of about $72 
per capita, or the equivalent of a nation- 
al debt in the United States of $5,000,000,000. 


At present the productive area of Kgypt !s 
only 5,250,000 acros. From the “product of 


$18,000,000 a year to pay the interest on the 
public debt, which amounts to an average 
tax of $4.56 per acre, 

And here is the sympathetic newspa- 
per’s comment: 

The outlook for Egypt is dark, indeed. 
There is no prospect that England will re- 
lax her grasp‘upon that government until 
its bonded indebtedness to British subjects 
is paid, and that is a very distant possi- 
bility. 

It is the same old story. In every 
quarter of the globe the drum beat of 
England has steadily followed the Brit- 
ish bondholder. The empire of Cleopatra 
is now pinned down by British bayonets 
and the people are forced to work like 
slaves for the benefit of a few shylocks 
in London. During our war England's 
bayonets followed her bondholders into 
Mexico, and recently we have seen a 
Nicaragua city seized and held until the 
claims of certain Englishmen were sat- 
isfied. 

But the British shylocks, backed up 
by England’s army and navy, have now 
secured bigger game, better worth the 
plucking than Egypt and Nicaragua. 
They are working their bond scheme in 
our rich but apparently helpless republic, 
and with the co-operation of Americans 
who have given themselves up to greed 
or folly, they now have us, for the time 
at least. completely under their finan- 
cial domination. All that they have to 
do is to raid our treasury and force the 
government to issue more bonds. 

While the newspaper controlled by the 
secretary of the interior is pitying Egypt 
it should put in a word for our own 
country. 

But America, unlike Egypt, is strong 
enough to assert her financial indepen- 
dence and maintain it. Let it be done 
now, before it is too late. 


The Georgia Peach Crop. 

The Philadelphia Press stajyes that 
the Georgia peach crop has resulted in 
the shipment of 1,500 cars, which, of 
course, does not include the quantity 
canned and sent to the distilleries. It 
Says: 

The chief drawback to the success of the 
present season has been the alleged high 
freight rates on peaches sent to the north- 
ern markets. The railroads placed a tariff 
of $175 on a car from Georgia to New 
York and in addition to this §90 was charged 
for refrigeration. The Georgia state rail- 
road commission decided that the railroads 
must not charge over $130 a car, in addi- 
tion to refrigeration; but the order hus 
not been complied with, and is still being 
contested before the interstate commerce 
commission. On the side of the railroads 
it is claimed that fruit cars weigh 12,000 
pounds more than ordinary freight cars; 
that 12,000 pounds of ice has to be carried, 
and that quicker time has to be made and 
heavier expenses in many ways borne. The 
case should be settled now before another 
season begins. 

The success achieyed this year will give 
a great impulse to fruit growing in Georgia 
and the south. That there is: money in 
peaches has been discovered already by 
enterprising men from the north and south. 
One peach grower from Connecticut de- 
scribes in The Hartford Courant the situa- 
tion on his Georgia farm, where he has 520 
employes on his pay rolls, who pick and 
pack thousands of ‘baskets of peaches a 
day during the season. One orchard, owned 
by a company of northern men, was esti- 
mated early in the season to produce 100,000 
bushels of peaches, and the immediate 
neighborhood was credited with a yield of 
000,000 bushels. Orchards covering hun- 
dreds of acres are not uncommon and the 
return to the state this year from the 
peach crop alone will be millions of dollars. 

Our Philadelphia contemporary goes 
On to Say that no crop is more uncertain 
than peaches. The yield may be enor- 
mous ohe year and then fail for several 
years. Still, it should be possible for 
the Georgia farmer to be reasonably 
certain of a fair crop every year. 

It has been demonstrated that Georgia 
and other localities in the south possess 
peculiar advantages for producing early 
fruits for the northern markets. Here 
in Georgia, especially, the conditions of 
the fruit industry should be carefully 
studied, and with the proper understand- 
ing between the railways and the farm- 
ers there is no reason why there should 
not be millions of dollars made every 
year out of our luscious peaches .and 
other fruits. 


In the Hands of the British. , 

According to current reports, the treas- 
ury officials profess to be not alarmed at 
the high rate of exchange and the con- 
sequent tendency of the gold reserve to 
take flight to Europe.. Experience tells 
us that the absence of “alarm” among 
treasury officials is a certain sign that 
bonds are to be issued and the people of 
the country to be made responsible ,for 
am unjustifiable and unwarrantable ad- 
dition to the public debt. 

Just previous to each bond issue—and 
we have lIvid three during the last 
eighteen months—the treasury officials 
have informed inquisitive newspaper re- 
porters that they were not “alarmed.” 
This statement was taken by the re- 
porters to mean that there would be no 
bond issue, but if reporters are to gain 
anything by experience, as ordinary 
people do, they should have discovered 
that the absence of “alarm” on the part 
of treasury officials means everything 
or nothing, as the case may be. 


In the first place, why should treasury 
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there is to be a new issue of bonds? 
Or why should they feel “alarm” that 
no bonds are to be issued? The “alarm” 
in one case would be as sensible as in 
the other. The treasury officials draw | 
their salaries month after month, and 
the probability is that mone of them 
care whether the government issues one 
million or a thousand millions of bonds 
every day in the year. The people col- 
lectively, and not the officials of the 
treasury department, have to foot these 
bills. It is the people who should nat- 
urally feel “alarmed” and not the offi- 
cials of the treasury whose ideas are not 
expected to rise above their respective 
salaries. Consequently whenever our 
readers see opinions attributed -to “treas- 
ury officials,” they should take them 
with a large grain of rock salt. 

The latest statement from the treas- 
ury officials appears in The Chicago 
Times-Herald, wherein they are quoted 
as saying that gold shipments will not 
continue, They add, however, that even 
if shipments should increase, no “alarm” 
need be felt, “since the bond syndicate 
can easily protect the treasury reserve, 
and is bound to do so for its own pro- 
tection.” 

In other words, the public is asked to 
believe what The Constitution has so 
often told its readers, that the credit 
of the country as well as its finances are 
at tne mercy of a private syndicate who 
can drain the gold out: of the treasury 
or maintain the reserve intact according 
to their own will and pleasure. 

Is Mexico in. any such predicament 
as this? When did any other nation 
on the face of the earth turn its treasury 
and its finances over to the control of a 
foreign syndicate. Egypt, you say? Well, 
Egypt did go at the mouth of a cannon. 
A British gun has not been fired on our 
soil since 1814, and yet British bankers 
have complete control of the financial 
affairs of the American people.

The 
site selected will make it at once a gigantic 
world’s fair reminder and a most beauti- 
fully and breezily located Mecca for Chi- 
cago’s multitudes of amusement seekers.” 
This breezily located Mecca will afford 
“seats for 40,000 people daily,’’ which, from 
figures given later in the article, appears 
to be a Chicagoan way of saying 20,000 at 
each of the two daily performances of a 
circus. This is less than a tenth of the 
seating capacity of the Roman Circus 
Maximus, and it would have been a poor 
spectacle which did not draw more than 
20,000 to the Coliseum, from whose great 
mouths 100,000 spectators were sometimes 
belched forth. Still Chicago claims her 
new entertainment hall will be the greatest 
in the world, more spacious than London's 
Olympia or New York’s Madison Square 
Garden, and the directors of the tremen- 
dous shed are ready with a proposition 
worthy of Chicago; they will have under 
their roof the “great intercollegiate foot- 
ball matches.’’

Governor Atkinson has ordered a thor- 

ough investigation into the methods of 
’ treating convicts in the Georgia peniten- 
' tiary. 

This is in accordance with some decided- 
ly pointed remarks which he made at the 
time of the Gary hearing which grew out 
of the suicide of Porter Stocks. 

Yesterday the governor had a conference 
with Judge Turner, principal keeper of the 
penitentiary, and as a result of that talk 
Captain Moore, the assistant principal keep- 
er, was instructed to make ai thorough 
study of the methods employed by the 
lessees and their representatives in the 
treatment of the convicts and to make a 
special report concerning each camp as 
to whether the convicts were treated with 
cruelty or were let off with too light treat-

“I intend to see,” said he, “‘that the rules 
laid down for the government of the Geor- 
gia penitentiary are observed. I find that 
there are rules prescribing the actions of 
the lessees and their employes, but, with 
the exception of the fines for escapes, there 
is no way provided for the governor to 
enforce these rules. I think that there 
Should be a system of penalties or some 
other way provided for this, and as soon as 
the investigation I have instituted is com- 
pieted I shall take the matter up.”

TWO LEAVE TOWN FOR QUIETUDE 


Thers Is Talk of an Extra Session of Coun- 
cil This Wesk, but It Has Not 
Been Called. 


The members of the joint committee of 
the general council to which was referred 
the éxtension of the saloon hours have 
five days more in which to consider the pa- 
pers. now in hand. 

Not a-mmber of either committee has 
been able to escape large delegations who 
are not only armed to the teeth with in- 
formation on the question, but who are 80 
Persistent in presenting that information 
tuat the members of the committees find 
that they have but little time for other 
business, The callers usually are just 
about as persistent in trying to get a 
promise from the members of the committee 
as they are in presenting their side of the 
care, be that side what it "nay. 

Life is made quite a burden to some of 
the members by the numerous 
delegations that are pulling for 
either one side or the other of the ques- 
tion, and there will not be a member of 
the council who will regret the coming of 
Saturday, when the meeting of the three 
committees takes place and the question is 
to be disposed of by the report, as it will 
be formulated as soon as the meeting is 
over. So unpleasant has it become to the 
members of the committee that two of them 
have left the city for a day or two, while 
another one has given orders to nis office 
boy to admit no one having the slightest 
intimation of a connection with the iiquor 
question, 

Neither those who are four the extension 
nor those who are opposed to it are willing 
to wait until three committees meet in jcint 
session Saturday, but are burning the woods 
with visits to the nfémbers of the commit- 
tees as has been stated. But it is pretty 
certain that nothing in the way of informa- 
tion has been obtained, Some of the mem- 
bers will not promise anything, while there 
are others who have made promises to both 
factions in the fight. 

It is more than probable that when the 
committees meet Saturday they -vil have 
less trouble in making a report than is just 
now anticipated. Since that meeting last 
Friday afternoon there has been a lot of 
telk about a compromise, and if the two 
factions can get together and come to an 
understanding, it is quite likely that *the 
joint committee will be able to make a re- 
port that will render the discussion of the 
question unnecessary before either the com- 
mittee or the general council, Just what 
that compromise would be, however, it is 
hard to say. Several plans have been ad- 
vanced by those interested, but nothing 
tangible in the way of an agreement has 
been reached. One suggestion is made that 
the saloons open one hour later in the 
morning and close at 11:30 o'clock at night. 
That proposition meets with more favor 
from those who do not want the law chang- 
ed than it does from the saloon men, who 
think that they should have the benefit of 
the early trade as well as the late trade. 
Another proposition that may be present- 
ed is to allow the saloons to keep open 
every night in the wtek except Saturday 
night—Sunday, of course, being a close day 
—when they will be required to close at lv 
o’clock, as the law now reads. 


Then there may be a proposition to have 
tht saloons close as they now do, but leave 
the beer places and variety shows go on 
until midnight This, of course, would be 
fought for all it is worth by the saioon 
men. 

Out of the many ways the people talk, 
but little can be ascertained in the way of 
reliable probabilities as to the result, 

Should nothing like a compromise be ef- 
fected between now and Saturday, the meet- 
ing of the committee will be one of the 
most interesting and entertaining that has 
been known in the history of the city, 

The Council May Meet. 

About the city hall yesierday afternoon 
there was some talk of a called session of 
the general council. 

No one appeared to know why the body 
would be called together in special session, 
but H was said that the mayor would to- 
day asked for a convocation of the local leg- 
islature. The meeting could have no effect 
upon the liquor question, as that is now in 
the hands of the joint committee, and no 
urgent reason for a’ session could. be as- 
certained. Mayor King was asked about 
the call, and stated that he knew nothing 
of it and that no request for a call had 
yet reached him. It may be that the re- 
quest will be handed the mayor this morn- 
ing, and that the call will be issued this af- 
ternoon. 

The Relief Committee. 

The relief committee, Mr. Mayson chair- 
man, will have a meeting one day this 
week, probably tomorrow. 

For a long time past the question of the 
burial of the negro paupers has caused no 
little trouble in the council and more than 
once the relief committee has had fhe mat- 
ter before it. Several reports have been 
made by the committee, but for some ref&- 
son none of them have been satisfactory, 
and the question has always found its way 
back into the hands of the committee. At 
the last meeting of the general council the 
committee submitted a report favoring the 
burial of the negro paupers by the lowest 
bidder from among the colored undertakers. 
The report was adopted and the committee 
was authorized to ask for bids and to 
award the contract accordingly. The &m- 
mittee will meet for the purpose of open- 
ing the bids and awarding the contracts. 

The Sunday Shaves. 

The petition of the barbers of the city 
to keep open on Sunday morning and the 
petition of those who are opposed to it 
were not presented to the general council 
at the last meeting of that body. The pa- 
pers are now being collected by those who 
favor the opening. These will all be laid 
before the council at the next meeting. 
That meeting will take place Monday, and 
just now it looks very much as if the Sun- 
day. shaves will be one of the most inter- 
esting features of the meeting.

A Motion Was Made Yesterday in the 
Case of Mrs. Nobles. 


THE ENTIRE STATE 18 INTERESTED 


And Many Letters Have Been Received 
Protesting Against the Hanging of a 
W oman in the State ot Georgia. 


It is reasonably certain that Mrs. Nobles 
will not hang at Jeffersonville on next 
Friday, and those who had expected to wit- 
ness the execution will be disappointed. 

On yesterday afternoon Colonel Marion 
W. Harris, of the firm of Harris & Harris, 
went down to Bullard’s, a small station 
near Hawkinsville, and urged the motion 
for a new trial before Judge Smith, of the 
Oconee circuit. After hearing thé grounds 
for the motion, Judge Smith stated that 
he would reserve his decision until this 
morning. Last night Mr. Harris returned 
to Macon and notified Colonel Glenn, of 
this city, that the conference to be held 
with the governor would occur on Wednes- 
day. 

What the decision of Judge Smith will 
be cannot be told. He has not intimated 
whether he will grant the moiion or 
whether he will refuse it. Not a word has 
he said to any one, and not even the at- 
torneys in the case have the slightest idea 
what he will determine in regard to the 
motion that he now has under his con. 
sideration. In the meantime the people 
of the entire state are awaiting the result 
of the decision. 

A refusal on the part of Judge Smith 
to grant a new trial would not necessarily 
imply that Mrs. Nobles would be hanged. 
There are several other channels through 
which delay may be occasioned, and the 
fact that the new trial may be denied would 
not cause the attorneys to abandon the 
case by any means. On the other hand 
it would only cause them to work with 
greater earncstness, as the tlme is short 
ani they cannot afford to delay the mutter. 
Mrs. Nobles has now only three and oue- 
half days of life, unless the law is stayed, 
and. what is to be done must be done 
quickly. 

Mr. Harris, one of the best known young 
lawyers in the state, whose success in 
criminal cases has been truly wonderful, 
is making a great legal fight’and will save 
the woman’s neck if there is any possible 
chance of it being done. He has a repu- 
tation for being an indefatigable worker 
and will not leave a single stone unturned 


that would in any way assist him in ob- 


taining good reasons to ask itor a new 
trial. In this work he is being ably assist- 
ed Dy Colonel W. C. Glenn, of this city, 
and Mr. Pittman, of LaGrange, is hard at 
work, too, It is a great fight that these 
lawyers will make for the woman’s life, 
and it begins to look as though they might 
accomplish their purpose. 

Seldom before in criminal history has 
such a wide spread interest been mani- 
fested, and the fact that the woman is 
the daughter of insane parcnis has only 
intensified the interest. The ladies have 
worked untiringly in behalf of the con- 
demned woman, and their efforts have 
been so far signally successful. The pe- 
titions that were’ sent out Aave been 
Signed by hundreds of the best people of 
the state, and are still being circulated. 
It is probable that these petitions will be 
@ield until the results of the motion for the 
new trial are ascertained and will then, if 
necessary, be presented to the governor 
with the request that the sentence of Mrs. 
Nobles be commuted to life imprisonment, 
Not only the ladies, but the men of the 
State are interested in the fate of the 
woman and as the time passes the interest 
increases. Many letters have been writ- 
ten the governor, and the papers of the 
state are daily in receipt of letters from the 
people asking that they take the matter 
up and work upon the sentiment of the 
public until there is reason to believe that 
Mrs. Nobles will have won the pity of all. 

Colonel Glenn om the Case. 

“Assuming that Mrs. Nobles is legally 
accountable and was properly convicted o2f 
the offense or murder, the question as to 
the quantum of punishment then arises. 
and while the law can deal only in general 
rules, its application in special cases is to 
be determined by special facts and circum- 
stances,’’ said Colonel Glenn yesterday. 

“In this case the individual to be punish- 
ed is a woman fifty-two years old. She can 
neither read nor write. Until the age of 
twenty she had never been inside of a 
church. She had never been to the town 
of Hawkinsville until she had reached that 
age. She did not know the meaning of 
the words courthouse and jails. I sup 
pose that since she has been a child of 
seven or eight years, she has been work- 
ing at the hardest and most exacting man- 
ual labor from daylight, or before it, until 
long after dark. In addition, she is the 
mother of twelve children. It appears 
that her mother and her aunt have been 
confined in the asylum, the mother be- 
coming insane at about the same age, and 
while harmless, manifested a homicidal 
tendency. 

“Now, @ woman of these surrounding 
moral and physical circumstances, Jand 
with this heredity back of her, may be 
just as responsible legally as Herbert Spen- 
cer, But in a moral sense, all of these 
circumstances should be taken into con- 
sideration in grading the amount of her 
punishment. It will not do to say that she 
ought to be hanged because the law says so, 
for that would be begging the question. 
The point is, whether or not under the 

culiar circumstances in this special case 
the general rule should operate or whether 
it should be modified. 

“The very character of the crime shows 
that there must have been something ab- 
normal in her condition at the time of the 
commission of the deed. It seems to me 
that whether we consider the criminal 
herself, her surroundings, her past history 
and her moral capacity to deserve pynish- 
ment, or the general good to result from 
the extreme penalty, it a case in 
which there ought to be a commutation of 
the sentence. I do not put this upon the 
mere fact that she is a woman, but because 
she is a woman of the kind that I have 
mentioned.”’ 

Colonel Glenn is working in co-operation 
with Mr. Harris and they are holding many 
conferences daily over the wires. It is 
certain that every legal resource will be 
exhausted before the woman is allowed to 
be hanged. 

Comments of the People. 

The public is watching with interest the 
fight that is being made for the liberty of 
Mrs. Nobles, and it is a matter of 
much speculation with the people just what 
will be done in her case. 

“I do not think that the governor will 
interfere,” said a gentleman yesterday. “I 


do not see how he can afford to do so, for 


the woman has been given a fair trial and 
was convicted by the citizens of her own 
home. I fail to hear anything said about 
an effort being made to save the neck of 
the peor, old ignorant negro who is to be 
hanged next Friday. Of the two, I am 
inclined to believe that the woman is the 
more guilty. For it was she who caused 
the man to fall. He is ignorant, too, and 
I have no doubt but that he would never 
have committed the crime had he not been 
engaged by the woman. I think that it 
is necessary to make an example of Mrs.. 
Nobles in this case, and !t would not be 
becoming the dignity of the’ state for it 
to be made a matter of record that senti- 
ment was allowed to defeat the ends of 
justice.” . pate AS ; 
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Railroad Men Mest Today at Manhattan 
Beach To Elect Their Man, 


A VERY IMPORTANT MEETING 


Much Speculation as To the Fate of the 
Association— Other News and Gos- 
sip of the Rail. 


Stahlman, Finley, Haines—and a half 
dozen more. 

There seems to be no lack of timber 
for the railroad magnates who will gather 
today at Manhattan Beach to elect a com- 
missioner for the Southern Railway and 


Steamship Association. 
The interest runs high and the election 
will be eagerly watched by all railroad 


men in the south. 

There never was a more critical period 
in all the history of the association and 
the meeting at Manhattan, if it does any- 
thing at all, will certainly take such a step 
as will make it permanent or break it up 


entirely. 

In the opinion of many of the railroaders 
the outcome of the Manhattan Beach meet- 
ing will be to form an association with no 
broader scope than the southeastern ter- 
ritory. This would mean that the bound- 
ary of the territory of the association would 
only extend to Birmingham and Chatta- 
nooga on the west, and that the Louis- 
vide and Nashville, and the Queen and 
Crescent, and the Illinois Central, which 
have been members heretofore will not 
enter the new arrangement among the 
roads. 

This would be a disastrous blow ‘to the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion, and the probable result would be that 
anew organization would be formed among 
the western lines with headquarters in At- 
lanta, just as the association which would 
be formed with theeastern lines. 

The truth is, nothing can safely be 
predicted as to the doings of the railroad 
meeting which begins today at Manhattan 
Beach. ‘There is no telling on earth as to 
the outcome. The old association may be 
formed on the old agreement which has 
etood for several years without the slight- 
est change. Again there might be a com- 
plete demolition of the association. Or, 
there may be an organization based upon 
the articles of agreemrent proposed at the 
Asheville meeting, which were far more 
weak and void of strength than the old 
articles which held the roads together, 

This would please Mr. St. John, of the 


Seaboard, greatly. 

In this connection it may be well to say 
that there is some speculation as to wheth- 
er the Seaboard will come into the asso- 
ciation or not. 

It is believed that Mr. Samuel Spencer, 
of the Southern, and Mr. Harry Walters, 
of the Atlantic Coast Line, the great rivais 
of the Seaboard, have made up their minds 
to test Mr. St. John as to his sincerity in 
the expressions of desire to join the as- 
sociation which he has repeatedly given 
to the newspapers. If he comes across 
with the proper spirit the representatives 
of his rival lines will accept almost any 
proposition of his to change the articles 
of agreement. But, if hé shows that he 
has been playing a little game of bluff as 
to his willingness to jéin it is whispered 
that these railroaders will repudiate what 
they agreed to at Asheville in good faith, 
and go back to the old articles of agree- 
ment which are far more rigid than those 
upon which Mr. St. John bases his will- 
ingness to enter. 

It will be remembered that at the Ashe- 
ville meeting the rivals of Mr. St. John 
declared that they would accede to all his 
demands if he would come into the asso- 
ciation with the Seaboard and abide the 
ultimate purpose of the organization, which 
is the maintenance of rates. 

They did assent to all his demands but 
one. He asked that instead of binding 
the members for one year at a time that 
they be allowed to pull out ef thé associa- 
tion on sixty days’ notice if things do not 
go to suit them. 

The rivals of Mr. St. John declared that 
they would be willing to make the agree- 
ment with the right to draw out 
on six months’ notice. On this point, 
and this pvint alone, the men disagreed, 
and this point of difference may be acceded 
to by Mr. St. John at this mecting, or 
it may be declined. If declined, it comes 
from good authority that the other lines 
will bid Mr. St. John goodby and go ahead 
with the formation of an association to 
suit themselves. 

All of these little points are interesting 
to the railroad men of the south who un- 
derstand them so well. They bear with a 
great deal of stress upon the election of a 
commissioner. 

It is clear that the members of the as- 
sociation will not proceed with the elec- 
tion of a commissioner until it has been 
learned definitely what lines will be mem- 
bers of the organization for the next term. 
They cannot know what manner of man 
they want until they know what lines will 
be in the association. 

It is thought that Major Stahlman will 
be urged to take the position. If he re- 
fuses, with all the conditions that may be 
thrown about him, then will come an in- 
teresting issue. 

Major Stahliman seems firm in his de- 
termination to retire to private iife. He 
is by no means a poor man and has suffi- 
cient business interests to keep him occu- 
pied looking after his personal affairs. 

The meeting will begin today at’Man- 
hattan Beach and some, interesting reports 
will be published in the railroad columns 
of The Constitution from day to day.

ment. It is the governor’s purpose to bring 
about what he considers a much needed 
reform in the regulations of the peniten- 
tiary by providing some method of punish- 
ment for the lessees or their employes for 
failure to carry out the penitentiary rules. 

On the trial of Captain Gary some testi- 
mony was introduced to the effect that the 
handling of convicts at Minneola camp was 
much better done than at a number of the 
other camps, In view of the disclosures 
concerning the loosness with which Stocks 
in particular had been handled at this mod- 
el camp, the governor announced very posi- 
tively that if he believed the comparisons 
made to be correct, he would have every 
cCapiain or whipping boss in the peniten- 
tiary summoned before him and would get 
an entirely new set, 

“l intend to see,”’ said he, “that the rules 
laid down for the government of the Geor- 
gia penitentiary are observed. I find that 
there are rules prescribing the actions of 
the lessees and their employes, but, with 
the exception of the fines for escapes, there 
is no way provided for the governor to 
enforce these rules. I think that there 
Should be a system of penalties or some 
other way provided for this, and as soon as 
the investigation I have instituted is com- 
pieted I shall take the matter up.”

Councilmen Baset on Every Side Regard- 
ing the Late Closing Movement. 


TWO LEAVE TOWN FOR QUIETUDE 


Thers Is Talk of an Extra Session of Coun- 
cil This Wesk, but It Has Not 
Been Called. 


The members of the joint committee of 
the general council to which was referred 
the é¢xtension of the saloon hours have 
five days more in which to consider the pa- 
pers. now in hand. : 

Not a-mmber of either committee has 
been able to escape large delegations who 
are not only armed to the teeth with in- 
formation on the question, but who are 80 
persistent in presenting that information 
taat the members of the committees find 
that they have but little time for other 
business, he callers usually are just 
about as persistent in trying to get a 
promise from the members of the committee 
as they are in presenting their side of the 
care, be that side what it nay. 

Life is made quite a burden to some of 
the members by the numerous 
delegations that are pulling for 
either one side or the other of the ques- 
tion, and there will not be a member of 
the council who will regret the coming of 
Saturday, when the meeting of the three 
committees takes place and the question is 
to be disposed of by the report, as it will 
be formulated as soon as the meeting is 
over. So unpleasant has it become to the 
members of the committee that two of them 
have left the city for a day or two, while 
another one has given orders to nis office 
boy to admit no one having the slightest 
intimation of a connection with the diquor 
question, 

Neither those who are fur the extension 
nor’those who are opposed to it are willing 
to wait until three committees meet in jcint 
session Saturday, but are burning tne woods 
with visits to the members of the commit- 
tees as has been stated. But it 1s pretty 
certain that nothing in the way of informa- 
tion has been obtained, Some of the nem- 
bers will not promise anything, while there 
are others who have made promises to both 
factions in the fight. 

It is more than probable that when the 
committees meet Saturday they ‘vill have 
less trouble in making a report than is just 
now anticipated. Since that meeting last 
Friday afternoon there has been a lot of 
telk about a compromise, and if the two 
factions can get together and come to, an 
understanding, it is quite likely that the 
joint committee will’ be able to make a re- 
port that will render the discussion of the 
question unnecessary before either the com- 
mittee or the general council, Just what 
that compromise would be, however, it is 
hard to say. Several plans have been ad- 
vanced by those interested, but nothing 
tangible in the way of an agreement has 


-been reached. One suggestion is made that 


the saloons open one hour later in the 
morning and close at 11:30 o'clock at night. 
That proposition meets with more favor 
from those who do not want the law chang- 
ed than it does from the saloon men, who 
think that they should have the benefit of 
the early trade as well as the iate trade. 
Another proposition that may be present- 
ed is to allow the saloons to keep open 
every night in the wtek except Saturday 
night—Sunday, of course, being a close day 
—when they will be required to close at lv 
o'clock, as the law now reads. 

Then there may be a proposition to have 
tht saloons close as they now do, but leave 
the beer places and variety shows go on 
until midnight This, of course, would be 
fought for all it is worth by the saioon 
men. 

Out of the many ways the people talk, 
but little can be ascertained in the way of 
reliable probabilities as to the result,

fected between now and Saturday, the meet-

The Council May Meet.

No one appeared to know why the body 
would be called together in special session, 
but it was said that the mayor would to- 
day asked for a convocation of the local leg- 
islature. The meeting could have no effect 
upon the liquor question, as that is now in 
the hands of the joint committee, and no 
urgent reason for a’ session could be as- 
certained. Mayor King was asked about 
the call, and stated that he knew nothing 
of it and that no request for a call had 
yet reached him. It may be that the re- 
quest will be handed the mayor this morn- 
ing, and that the call will be issued this af- 
ternoon. 

The Relief Committee. 

The relief committee, Mr. Mayson chair- 
man, will have a meeting one day this 
week, probably tomorrow. 

For a long time past the question of the 
burial of the negro paupers has caused no 
little trouble in the council and more than 
once the relief committee has had fhe mat- 
ter before it. Several reports have been 
made by the committee, but for some re&- 
son none of them have been satisfactory, 
and the question has always found its way 
back into the hands of the committee, At 
the last meeting of the general council the 
committee submitted a report favoring the 
burial of the negro paupers by the lowest 
bidder from among the colored undertakers. 
The report was adopted and the committee 
was authorized to ask for bids and to 
award the contract accordingly. The com- 
mittee will meet for the purpose of open- 
ing the bids and awarding the contracts. 

The Sunday Shaves. 

The petition of the barbers of the city 
to keep open on Sunday morning and the 
petition of those who are opposed to it 
were not presented to the general council 
at the last meeting of that body. The pa- 
pers are now being collected by those who 
favor the opening. These will all be laid 
before the council at the next meeting.

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ROR A NEW TRIAL 


A Motion Was Made Yesterday in the 
Case of Mrs, Nobles. 


THE ENTIRE STATE IS INTERESTED 


And Many Letters Have Been Received 
Protesting Against the Hanging of a 
Woman in the State ot Georgia. 


It is reasonably certain that Mrs. Nobles 
will not hang at Jeffersonville on next 
Friday, and those who had expected to wit- 
ness the execution will be disappointed. 

On yesterday afternoon Colonel Marion 
W. Harris, of the firm of Harris & Harris, 
went down to Bullard’s, a small station 
near Hawkinsville, and urged the motion 
for a new trial before Judge Smith, of the 
Oconee circuit. After hearing thé grounds 
for the motion, Judge Smith stated that 
he would reserve his decision until this 
morning. Last night Mr. Harris returned 
to Macon and notified Colonel Glenn, of 
this city, that the conference to be held 
with the governor would occur on Wednes- 
day, 

What the decision of Judge Smith will 
be cannot be told. He has not intimated 
whether he will grant the moiion or 
whether he will refuse it. Not a word has 
he said to any one, and not even the at- 
torneys in the case have the slightest idea 
what he will determine in regard to the 
motion that he now has under his con. 
sideration. In the meantime the people 
of the entire state are awaiting the result 
of the decision. 

A refusal on the part of Judge Smith 
to grant a new trial would not necessarily 
imply that Mrs. Nobles would be hanged. 
There are several other channels through 
which delay may be occasioned, and the 
fact that the new trial may be denied would 
not cause the attorneys to abandon the 
case by any means. On the other hand 
it would only cause them to work with 
greater earncstness, as the time is short 
andi they cannot afford to delay the mutter. 
Mrs. Noblés has now only three and one- 
half days of life, unless the law ig stayed, 
and. what isa to be done must be done 
quickly. 

Mr. Harris, one of the best known young 
lawyers in the state, whose success in 
criminal cases has been truly wonderful, 
is making a great legal fight’and will save 
the woman’s neck if there is any possible 
chance of it being done. He has a repu- 
tation for being an indefatigable worker 
and will not leave a single stone unturned 
that would in any way assist him in ob- 
taining good reasons to ask ior a new 
trial. In this work he is being ably assist- 
ed Dy Colonel W. C. Glenn, of this city, 
and Mr. Pittman, of LaGrange, is hard at 
work, too, It is a great fight that these 
lawyers will make for the woman’s life, 
and it begins to look as though they might 
accomplish their purpose. 

Seldom before in criminal history has 
such a wide spread interest been mani- 
fested, and the fact that the woman is 
the daughter of insane parcnis has only 
intensified the interest. The ladies have 
worked untiringly in behalf of the con- 
demned woman, and their efforts have 
been so far signally successful. The pe- 
titions that were sent out have been 
Signed by hundreds of the best people of 
the state, and are still being circulated. 
It is probable that these petitions will be 
@ield until the results of the motion for the 
new trial are ascertained and will then, if 
necessary, be presented to the governor 
with the request that the sentence of Mrs. 
Nobles be commuted to life imprisonment. 
Not only the ladies, but the men of the 
State are interested in the fate of the 
woman and as the time passes the interest 
increases. Many letters have been writ- 
ten the governor, and the papers of the 
state are daily in receipt of letters from the 
people asking that they take the matter 
up and work upon the sentiment of tHe 
public until there is reason to believe that 
Mrs. Nobles will have won the pity of all. 

Colonel Glenn om the Case. 

“Assuming that Mrs. Nobles is legally 
accountable and was properly convicted o2f 
the offense or murder, the question as to 
the quantum of punishment then avises. 
and while the law can deal only in general 
rules, its application in special cases is to 
be determined by special] facts and cireum- 
stances,’’ said Colonel Glenn yesterday. 

“In this case the individual to be punish- 
ed is a woman fifty-two years old. She can 
neither read nor write. Until the age of 
twenty she had never been inside of a 
church. She had never been to the town 
of Hawkinsville until she had reached that 
age. She did not know the meaning of 
the words courthouse and jails. Il sup- 
pose that since she has been a child of 
seven or eight years, she has been work- 
ing at the hardest and most exacting man- 
ual labor from daylight, or before it, until 
long after dark. In addition, she is the 
mother of twelve children. It appears 
that her mother and her aunt have been 
confined in the asylum, the mother be- 
coming insane at about the same age, and 
while harmless, manifested a homicidal 
tendency. 

“Now, @ woman of these surrounding 
moral and physical circumstances, Jand 
with this heredity back of her, may be 
just as responsible legaliy as Herbert Spen- 
cer. But in a moral sense, all of these 
circumstances should be taken into con- 
sideration in grading the amount of her 
punishment. It will not do to say that she 
ought to be hanged because the law says so, 
for that would be begging the question. 
The point is, whether or not under the 

culiar circumstances in this special case 
the general rule should operate or whether 
it should be modified. 

“The very character of the crime shows 
that there must have been something ab- 
normal in her condition at the time of the 
commission of the deed. It seems to me 
that whether we consider the criminal 
herself, her surroundings, her past history 
and her moral capacity to deserve pynish- 
ment, or the general good to result from 
the extreme penalty, it a case in 
which there ought to be a commutation of 
the sentence. I do not put this upon the 
mere fact that she is a woman, but because 
she is a woman of the kind that I have 
mentioned.”’ ae 

Colonel Glenn is working in co-operation 
with Mr. Harris and they are holding many 
conferences daily over the wires. It is 
certain that every legal resource will be 
exhausted before the woman is allowed to 
be hanged. :

The public is watching with interest the 
fight that is being made for the liberty of 
Mrs. Nobles, and it is a matter of 
much speculation with the people just what 
will be done in her case. : 

“I do not think that the governor will 
interfere,’ said a gentleman yesterday. “I 
do not see how he can afford to do so, for 
the woman has been given a fair trial] and 
was convicted by the citizens of her own 
home. I fail to hear anything said about 
an effort being made to save the neck of 
the pe@or, old ignorant negro who is to be 
hanged next Friday. Of the two, I am 
inclined to believe that the woman is the 
more guilty. For it was she who caused 
the man to fall, He is ignorant, too, and 
I have no doubt but that he would never 
have committed the crime had he not been 
engaged by the woman. I think that it 
is necessary to make an example of Mrs.

Railroad Mon Mest Today at Manbattan 
Beach To Elect Their Man, 


AVERY {IMPORTANT MEETING 


Much Speculation as To the Fate of the 
Association— Other News and Gos- 
sip of the Rail. 


Stahlman, Finley, 
dozen more. 

There seems to be no lack of timber 
for the railroad magnates who will gather 
today at Manhattan Beach to elect a com- 
missioner for the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association. 

The interest runs high and the election 
will be eagerly watched by all railroad 
men in the south. 

There never was a more critical period 
in all the history of the association and 
the meeting at Manhattan, if it does any- 
thing at all, wili certainly take such a step 
as will make it permanent or break it up 
entirely. 

In the opinion of many of the railroaders 
the outcome of the Manhattan Beach meet- 
ing will be to form an association with no 
broader scope than the southeastern ter- 
ritory. This would mean that the bound- 
ary of the territory of the association would 
only extend to Birmingham and Chatta- 
nooga on the west, and that the Louis- 
vite and Nashville, and the Queen and 
Crescent, and the Illinois Central, which 
have been members heretofore will not 
enter the new arrangement among the 
roads. 

This would be a disastrous blow ‘to the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion, and the probable result would be that 
a new organization would be formed among 
the western lines with headquarters in At- 
lanta, just as the association which would 
be formed with the eastern lines, 

The truth is, nothing can safely be 
predicted as to the doings of the railroad 
meeting which begins today at Manhattan 
Beach. ‘There is no telling on earth as to 
the outcome. The old association may be 
formed on the old agreement which has 
@tood for several years without the slight- 
est change. Again there might be a com- 
plete demolition of the association. Or, 
there may be an organization based upon 
the articles of agreement proposed at the 
Asheville meeting, which were far more 
weak and void of strength than the old 
articles which held the roads together, 

This would please Mr. St. John, of the 
Seaboard, greatly. 

In this connection it may be well to say 
that there is some speculation as to wheth- 
er the Seaboard will come into the asso- 
ciation or not. 

It is believed that Mr. Samuel Spencer, 
of the Southern, and Mr. Harry Walters, 
of the Atlantic Coast Line, the great rivals 
of the Seaboard, have made up their minds 
to test Mr. St. John as to his sincerity in 
the expressions of desire to join the as- 
sociation which he has repeatedly given 
to the newspapers. If he comes across 
with the proper spirit the representatives 
of his rival lines will accept almost any 
proposition of his to change the articles 
of agreement. But, if hé shows that he 
has been playing a little game of bluff as 
to his willingness to jéim it is whispered 
that these railroaders will repudiate what 
they agreed to at Asheville tn good faith,

and go back to the old articles of agree-,}, 


ment which are far more rigid than those 
upon which Mr. St. John bases his will- 
ingness to enter. 

It will be remembered that at the Ashe- 
ville meeting the rivals of Mr. St, John 
declared that they would accede to all his 
demands if he would come into the asso- 
ciation with the Seaboard and abide the 
ultimate purpose of the organization, which 
is the maintenance of rates. 

They did assent to all his demands but 
one. He asked that instead of binding 
the members for one year at a time that 
they be allowed to pull out of thé associa- 
tion on sixty days’ notice if things do not 
go to suit them. 

The rivals of Mr. St. John declared that 
they would be willing to make the agree- 
ment with the right to draw out 
on six months’ notice. On this point, 
and this puint alone, the men disagreed, 
and this point of difference may be acceded 
to by Mr. St. John at this mecting, or 
it may be declined. If declined, it comes 
from good authority that the other lines 
will bid Mr. St. John goodby and go ahead 
with the formation of an association to 
suit themselves. 

All of these little points are interesting 
to the railroad men of the south who un. 
derstand them so well. They bear with a 
great deal of stress upon the election of a 
commissioner. 

It is clear that the members of the as- 
sociation will not proceed with the elec- 
tion of a commissioner until it has been 
learned definitely what lines will be mem- 
bers of the organization for the next term. 
They cannot know what manner of man 
they want until they know what lines will 
be in the association. 

It is thought that Major Stahlman will 
be urged to take the position. If he re- 
fuses, with all the conditions that may be 
thrown about him, then will come an in- 
teresting issue. 

Major Stahliman seems firm in his de- 
termination to retire to private iife. He 
is by no means a poor man and has suffi- 
cient business interests to keep him occu- 
pied looking after his personal affairs.

The 
southern markets were quiet, but Galves- 
ton advanced 5-l6éc. and there was a rise of 
1-8c. at New Orleans, Savannah, Wilming- 
ton, Norfolk, Baltimore an Augusta.

Biz outside trading was 
caused by the sudden and sensational ad- 
vance in Liverpool, based on the very 
bullish reports from the bureau issued on 
Saturday, the most bullish, in fact, that 
has ever been issued in August. Liverpool 
was not only higher, but active; there was 
a sharp advance in spot cotton in this 
country, and as for speculation, while Liv- 
erpool and the continent sold to some ex- 
tent, they were also pretty good buyers. 
New Orleans was conspicuous in the buy- 
ing, and outsiders bought heavily, not omit- 
ting New England, if reports are true.

Chicago, August 12.—The action of the 
wheat market today has been a _ surprise 
to the trade. News as a whole has been 
bullish, but it has failed to exercise an, in- 
fluence over prices, There was practically 
no speculative demand whatever, either 
from outside or inside sources, and as 4 
result it required little selling to cause @ 
depression. The government report received 
but little consideration, The weakness in 
coarse grains and lack of demand started 
the decline early, which was later followed 
by a report that a million of gold would be 
shipped tomorrow. This latter item brought 
out sharp selling and exercised more influ- 
ence than the entire lot of bullish news 
which came in the way of another de- 
crease in the visible supply of 678,000 bush- 
els, a decrease on passage of nearly 2,500,000 
bushels. No Argentine shipments this week, 
small world’s shipments to Europe, large 
cash transactions (over 300,000 bushels) and 
a fair export inquiry at the seaboard with 
about eighteen loads worked; also expected 
that the world’s visible tomorrow will show 
a large decrease. The feeling, however, that 
the market will seek a lower level just as 
soon as the spring wheat begins to move 
freely appears to dominate the minds of 
traders, and the strong statistical situa- 
tion in the face of this seems to be entirely 
4gnored. Possibly, however, that this big 
movemeit is being disconcerted, and the 
market will not decline to the extent that 
ls 100Ked tor now, 

The government report on corn seemed 
to destroy all hopes of holders in better 
prices, and there was heavy selling from 
the start frem this source; alsq some of the 
big bears. The cash demand is good, but 
not sufficient alone to advance prices in 
the absence of speculative support. 

Provision ruled lower in sympathy with 
grain. There is nothing of importance to 
note outside of that feature. We do not 
look for any further depression in either 
grain or provisions at least for the present. 


The Cereal Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Not in years has soe much interest been 
evinced in a crop report as the public felt 
in the one issued Saturday, showing the 
condition of grain On August Ist. Al- 
though it was a half-hoNday and the stock 
exchange closed at 12 o’chock, noon, a good 
many brokers, imsteed of going promptly 
into the country on the/closing of the 
board, went to their offices until 4 o’clock. 
About that hour the telephone in the office 
of the New York News bureau began to fur- 
nish evidence of the impatience with which 
the report was awaited. There were many 
calls from merchants, bankers and specula- 
tors and the manager was kept busy an- 
swering the stereotyped question: 

“What does the government 
show ?’’ 

The invariable answer could not have 
been more satisfactory to the inquirers: 

‘Corn 102.5.” 

This is an advance of 3 points since July 
Ist. It is a higher average by nearly 8 
than that reported August 10, 1889, the year 
of the banner crop. Saturday’s averages 
point to a yield of probably 2,500,000,000 bush- 
eis. So it looks as if the frost could kill off 
a few hundred millions and yet give us a 
croy of over 2,000,000,000. 

The week in the grain markets was only 
moderately active. Wheat was steady un- 
der the influence of decreasing exports from 
other countries than the United States and 
some indications of a revival here of the 
foreign demand, On Wednseday foreigners 
took quite a little cash stuff. But the ex- 
ports for the week, both coasts, as denot- 
ed‘by the above table, were insignificant 
and showed a heavy falling off from the 
record of a year ago. The small movement 
out of the country is very discouraging to 
holders and unless it increases materially 
we do not see how anything more impor- 
tant than temporally rallies, on which the 
market will be a sale, can be engineered. 
The visible supply showed another decrease 
and the amount of wheat on passage to 
Europe a heavy reduction. Expected large 
receipts of spring wheat and the belief that 
the crop is underestimated are the bear 
factors. It has been related in this column 
how results in the great wheat producing 
states of Minnesota and the Dakotas has 
thrashed out as high as 35 bushels to the 
acre. That does not look like any shortage. 
Corn will sell lower, of course, on the crop 
situation and we predict 25 cents for May 
corn in Chicago. Oats are on the down 
pees. too, and will sell, eventually, much 

elow present prices. 

It wil be seen that with the exception of 
Nebraska all the states have a higher av- 
erage than they had even in the banner 
year; Missouri the high average of 115, 
which means an immense crop for that 
state. The spring wheat is somewhat low- 
er on July ist, and averages 95.9, a decline 
of about 6 points for the month. These fig- 
ures mean alarge yield, however, and we 
predict that the government will enlarge its 
estimates of the crop in the long run. The 
report is bearish as to the grain market and 
— lower. prices ultimately for all ce- 
reals.

The Appointment of Dr. Hopkins Does 
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Out of Door Entertainments. 


Some suggestions for out-of door enter- 
tainments which I gather from different 
newspapers will, I am sure, prove interest- 
ing at this ‘time of the year when one 
wants .to get all the air that is going. 
One, tor instance, suggests ‘the old-fash.on- 
€d barn dances and siys: 

“Phe woman whose summer estate 
boasts of a big barn, or who can hire one 
from one of: her native neighbors, need 
never be at a loss for a picturesque means 
of entertainment. Where is the dancing 
girl whose heart will not bound at the 
mention of a barn ball? Even the non- 
dancing youth is languidly excited by it. 
Of course the barn must be cleared out 
for the purpose. If rushlights and tallow 
‘dips’ are the illuminat:ons so much the 
better. The floor must be in perfect danc- 
ing condition. Great shtaves of wheat or 
bunches of corneitalks tied together should 
deocarate the corners. The rafters must be 
hung with last year’s ears of corn, strings 
of red peppers and other rustic decorations. 
If the native fiddlers can be secured to 
furnish the dance music, the success of 
this bucolic ball is assured.”’ 

Then ‘there is the bieycle tea. There 
may be bloomers and there may not, but 
there are bound to be wheels. The sug- 
gestion ‘that the teas are for charitable 
purposes is made and it is further sug- 
gested that in tents scattered over the 
grounds pretty girls sell ‘tea in cups 
adorned with wheels.

The first requisite is a large, shape- 
jy tree, with branches spreading gracefully 
at quite a distance above the ground. 
Midway between the ground tand that part 
of the trunk where the branches begin 
to spread a large platform should be built 
out, supported at the corners opposite the 
fee by strong beams. It should be sur: 
rounded by a rustic fence having a little 
Wicket gate. From the ground to this 
gate stairs should lead, and the stairrail 
should be of the game rustic variety as the 
fence. This platform is capable of many 
transformaitions. A hammock swung in it 
makes it the coolest of lounging places. 
The children and theie toys convert it into 
an admirable summer nursery. Books and 
a small writing table make it an outdoor 
reading room. But it is as a @#pot for a 
junch party that it ‘s most attractive. 
Jour small tables, asranged so as to allow 
free pissage of the servant among them 
and each seating four, all decorated with 
outdoor flowers or ferns, make the pret- 
fiest possible group.

the latter ex-officio treasurer. 

2. The act of February 28, 1876 (Acts of 
1876, p. 325), relating to these offices in 
Dougherty county, had only the effect indi- 
cated in the preceding note.

Lumpkin, J.—1.The breach of a condition 
subsequent in a deed dces not, of itself 
alone. defeat the grantee’s estate, nor re- 
vest. title in the grantor, until after entry, 
or recovery in an action brought by him 
or his heirs; and the same rule is applica- 
ble in case of the lease of realty for a term 
of years.

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Judge W. L Caiboun Passes a Ruling 


Against Mr. John Walker. 


HE, WILL APPEAL THE  GASE 


The Ordinary Declares That He Is Inecom- 
petentto Handle the Estate of His 
Uncie—W hat the Order Said. 


The decision of Ordinary W. L. Calhoun 
was rendered yesterday morning in the 
oase of Mr. John Walker, and the young 
attorney has been removed as executor of 
his. uncle’s estate. 

This sudden termination of the sensa- 
tional case will bring about further com- 
plications and preparations have been made 
to take it at once to the higher courts. 

Tt was an embarrassing position for 
Judge Calhoun, as he was called upon per- 
sonally to say whether Mr. Walker was 
capable of attending further to the affairs 
of the estate, 
given last week however, he concludes that 
the young man is not in a condition to re- 
main in charge of the property. : 

The decision of the judge is prefaced 
with the statement that the testimony has 
shown that Mr. Walker is a man above 
the ordinary in intellect, and that his in- 
tegrity of character is unquestionable, but 
the continued affairs of the business haye 
preyed upon his mind to such an extent 
that he is not in a fit condition to remain 
as executor. 


The full decision rendered by Judge Cal- 
houn was as follows: 


“The laws of this state provide that 
where an executor wastes or mismanages 
the estate or for any other reason he is 
unfit for the trust reposed in him, the ordi- 
nary may in his discretion and after due 
citation and return revoke the letters tes- 
tamentary or pass such order as in his 
judgment is expedient under the circum- 
stances of the case. 

“After a full hearing of the case above 
stated my conclusion is as follows: 

“It was not established that the executor 
is a man of unsound mind; upon the con- 
trary the weight of the evidence disclosed 
that he is a young man whose intelligence 
is above the medium. He jis shown also 
to be possessed of an energy almost un- 
paralleled, and his integrity and good 
character are unquestioned. 

“The testimony, however, further disclo- 
ses that his mind has been absolutely and 
entirely absorbed in the business of the 
estate; that he has spent many days and 
months and sleepless nights therein, and 
as the result of which he has accumulated 
an unusual and, it would seem, unnecessary 
quantity of pleadings and other papers con- 
nected with the estate, which have been 
brought into court by the basket 
full; that this strain upon him 
has had the effect of rendering him 
irritable, excitable, easily offended and 
of violent’ temper; that he has. be- 
come incensed against and is mot on 
speaking terms with most of the persons 
interested in the estate and their attorneys; 
that he has used very unkind and severe 
language of and concerning some of them, 
particularly of his aunt, Mrs. Kolheim, 
and threatened to meet their attorneys 
in and out of court; that he was not re- 
spectful to Judge Richard H. Clark, before 
whom the bill in equity in the matter is 
pending, was not submissive to his rulings, 


Wes” so violent that the judge was com- 


pelled:to call an officer of the court to his 
aid and finally declared that he would be 
compelled to leave the courtroom unless 
Mr. Walker should keep quiet. It was 
Sfurther shown that a proposition was 
made to the executor to submit all ques- 
tions of priorities, etc., to the judge, who 
might decide them at once and thus stop 
litigation and lead to an early settlement 
of the estate—-two years having expired 
since the executor qualified. om - these 


facts I am regretfully but irresistibly led 


to the conclusion that, notwithstanding 
Mr. Walker’s intelligence and his integrity 
of character, the matters with regard to 

this estate hereinbefore referred to have 

so wrought upon his mind that it is im- 
possible for him to give to the business 
thereof the clear, calm, dispassionate, de- 
Hberate and business-like judgment whicn 
the estate requires, and that it is best for 
the estate and the executor that his con- 
nection with it should cease, and I there- 
fore direct that an order be prepared and 
entered on the minutes revoking his letters 
testamentary.’’ 

Caused Much Comment. 

The order of Judge Calhoun caused much 
comment yesterday and there were those 
‘who said that it was too severe, but others 
Sustained him, declaring that in the light 
of all the evidence it could not have been 
otherwise. 

When seen yesterday afternoon Mr, Walk- 
er said that the case would go by appeal 
to the superior court, but that he did not 
think it proper to discuss it. Being in- 
formed, however, that the matter had cre- 
ated much interest and was generally dis- 
cussed Mr. Walker sard: 

“I was made executor by my deceased 
uncle without my knowledg or consent. I 
accepted the trust and as has been decided 
by the ordinary, have been faithful in dis- 
charging the same. My uncle was indebted 
at the time of his death for a considerable 
‘amount. Among ‘the number was Mrs. 
Kolheiry, ‘the Madddx-Rucler Banking 
Company and my grandmother, Mrs. Rey- 
nolds, My uncle,in his will recognized the 
debt to my grandmother as a trust debt 
and directed that it be paid. Mrs. Kolheim 
employed Mr. Steve Clay and Arnold & Ar- 
nold to represent her claim and the Mad- 
dox-Rucker’ Banking Company employed 
King & Anderson. These lawyers brought 
Suits on these claims and as the estate was 
not able to pay all the creditors in full 1 
filed a bill to marshal the assets of the 
estate so that all the creditors should share 
equally, When I filed this bill I filed a 
temporary order restragning these suits 
brought by Mr. Clay and the other lawyers. 
After I did this they offered to buy me out 
as executor. I declined to sell out and 
they proceeded to take the course they 
did to remove me. The whole thing smacks 
of the method of the politician. Steve Clay, 
Reuben Arnold and Mayor King were not 
permitted to get claims for their clients that 
would wipe out the estate, thus leaving 
my grandmother unpaid. Then failing to 
get me out by paying me to resign, they 
concluded they would get rid of me by 
attacking me on the ground of incompe- 
tency. When the case was tried Clay, Ar- 
nold, King and Anderson were the only 
men except Judge R. H. Clark who would 
Swear that I was incompetent, while thirty 
or forty of the best citizens in the city, 
judges of courts and other prominent men 
testified voluntarily to my competency and 
integrity. 

“The ordinary finds I have been faithful, 
honest and energetic and removes me from 
my place of trust simply because he Says 
in his order I am not on friendly terms 
with some of the plaintiffs and their coun- 
sel and because he says I was in con- 
tempt at one time of Judge Clark’s court. 
It'is safe to say that no lawyer will ever 
call this ruling of the ordinary as authori- 
ty. The matter has been reduced to this: 
I have been removed as executor not be- 
Cause I have mismanaged the estate but 
simply because I saw fit to protect all the 
creditors in the estate. In doing this 1 
thwarted the purpose of Steve Clay and 
his associates, and in'so doing the slim 
hand of the political trickster was used 
to destroy when it could not control. This 
if all I have to say about the case.

Summing all the testimony | 
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The Police Board Met and Disposed of a 
Month's Work 


NO PROVISION FOR EXPOSITION POLICE 


The City Has Not Yet “Come Across” with 
the Expected $5,000—W ork 
of the Board. 


The question of providing a police force 
at the exposition grounds was perhaps the 
most important matter that came before 
the police board at the meeting yesterday 
afternoon, but no final action was taken, 
The board will probably hold a special 
meeting one day this week for the purpose 
of considering the matter and reaching 


some conclusion. 

It seems that there has been a misun- 
derstanding between the board and the 
exposition company about the donation of 
the company towards providing the police 
force at the grounds, It seems that the 
board has been under the impression that 
the company offered to give the police de- 
partment $5,000 for the purpose uncondi- 
tionally, but in the discussion of the n:at- 
ter yesterday afternoon it developed that 
the company stipulated that the amount 
stated would be given the department only 
in case the city would make an additional 
appropriation of $5,000. 

Some weeks ago the exposition company 
was asked by the board of police comrmis- 
sioners to make an appropriation to assist 
in maintaining a force at the grounds end 
the company agreed to give the amount 
stated, provided the city would add another 
$5,000 to the appropriation made by it last 
winter for the exposition police. At this 
time the city has failed to increase its ap- 
propriation, and at the meeting of the 
board yesterday afternoon Captain English 
informed the board that unless the city 
came forward with the additional appropri- 
ation the exposition company would with- 
hold its proposed donation. 

The matter was discussed at length in 
secret session but it is understood that it 
was a bombshell in the board, 

The board will call on the finance com- 
mittee of the city council at once and earn- 
éesuly petition that committee to recom- 
mend that the general council make an 
additional appropriation of $5,000 for polic- 
ing the exposition in- order that the $5,000 
offered by the exposition company can be 
secured. The béard wants at least $15,0 
for the purpose, and unless the city makes 
another appropriation of $5,000 it looks as if 
the department will have at its disposal 
only the original $5,000 appropriation made 
by the city last winter. 

Sergeant Moss Exonorated. 

The first matter acted on by the board 
yesterday was the trial of Sergeant Moss 
for striking a negro on the head with his 
stick. 


Dave Berry was the aggrieved individual. 


He said that on the night of July 20th he 
was walking down Decatur street. All at 
once he heard a tremendous racket down 
the street and saw an army of people run- 
ning towards him yelling ‘“‘mad dog’ at the 
top of their voices, He turned and ran 
back the other way as fast as he oould, and 
before he had gone many yards was hit a 
terrible blow on the head by Sergeant Moss. 

Sergeant Moss said he saw the crowd 
running up the street and thought that Ber- 
ry was an escaping thief or criminal of 
some kind. He yelled to the negro to stop 
and when he failed to do so he struck him 
on the head and grabbed him. Berry was 
ahead of the crowd, and it looked to the 
sergeant as if he was running from the 
gang, the sergeant saying that he did not 
see any dog. 

Sergeant Moss was exonerated by the 
board. 

Must Pay Their Debts. 

Complaint was made against two mem- 
bers of the police force for not paying their 
debts promptly, and the discussion of the 
matter brought about a decision on the 
part of the board to strictly enforce the 
rule of the board requiring policemen to 
pay their debts promptly. 

The standing rule of the department re- 
quires members of the force who obtain 
credit by virtue of their being employed 
by the city as policemen and contract debts 
for uniforms, clothing, house rent and other 
necessities for themselves and families, and 
who fail to pay for same _ according to 
promise, to answer to charges of unofficer- 
like conduct, and upon conviction they 
may be dismissed from the force, 

Chief Wright Wants.More Men. 

Captain A. B. Connolly, chief of police, 
submitted the regular monthly report of 
the officers of the department. All of the 
reports showed that especially good work 
had been done during July by members of 
the police and detective departments, Cap- 
tain Wright’s report enumerated the 
amount of stolen goods recovered by his 
department, and the figures were high, He 
recommended that more detectives be add- 
ed to his force in the interest of the city, 
the present force being too small for the ex- 
position. Captain Wright says that there 
has been a‘ great influx of crooks on ac- 
count of the exposition and he wants more 
men in order to be able to cope with them, 

The Chief's Interesting Report. 

Chief Connolly's report was complete. 
Referring to the exposition police force 
Chief Connolly informed the board that he 
had made arrangements for placing the sig- 
nal boxes at the exposition grounds, nine 
in number. The boxes will be placed at 
the most desirable points on the grounds. 

The chief’s report showed the number of 
cases made during July to be 1,288, 179 of 
which were state cases, leaving 1,104 city 
cases. Of the state cases ninety-four were 
prosecuted, and sixty-eight were dismissed. 
Of the city cases 730 were fined in the re- 
corder’s court, and 291 were dismissed, 
eigthy-three cases being continued. There 
were 383 white males arrested and 21 white 
females. The colored males numbered 676 
and the colored females numbered 203. 

The total amount of fines imposed by the 
recorder amounted to $3,937.90, of which 
$1,790 was collected. 

Chief Connolly recommended to the 
board that provision be made for providing 
the members of the force with winter uni- 
forms, The board approved the recom- 
mendation by adopting a motion instruct- 
ing the chief of police and the committee 
on unifort@s to advertise for bids for fur- 
nishing the uniforms. It was the consensus 
of opinion that the uniforms should be pur- 
chased from some Atlanta firm. 

Against Any Kind of Betting. 

The board approved a proposed ordinance 
to prohibit the betting on horse and other 
kinds of racing, whether the sam etakes 
place in Atlanta or elsewhere, The ordi- 
nance has been prepared by the committee 
on police of the council, and will be intro- 
duced at the next meeting of the council, 
It is said that it is aimed at a concern now 
in operation in the city. 

The proposed ordinance follows:

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SHE DEFIBS THE LAW 


An Old Woman Who Has No Respect for 
the Court’s Majesty. 


WOULD NOT YIELO TO THE JUDGE 


She Declares That the Writ of Habeas 
Corpus Cannot Affect Her and That 
Her Ciaim Is Supreme.

There is an old negro woman in Atlanta 
upon whom the law has no effect and she 
boldly proclaims her defiance thereof. She 
despises the dignity of courts and the 
mention of a magistrate stirs all the 
rancor of her being. The dignity cf judi- 
cial proceedings is in her eyes mere child’s 
play and the formality attendirig the 
cause of justice is of no concern to her 
except that it disturbs sometimes her daily 
duties and forces her to bring into play her 
mammoth muscles. 

These muscles were brought into play 
yesterday before the entrance of the stair- 
way leading to Judge Westmoreland’s 
court, On Hunter street, and her bold de- 
fiance of the decision Wot the court struck 
the crowd with amazement. 

The affair that called forth her ire was 
a habeas corpus case in which the father 
claimed possession of a child which had 
been in the keeping of the old woman. 

This formal paper was served on Mary 
yesterday morning, for that is her name— 
Mary Osburn—and it informed her in tech- 
nical parlance to appear at court in the 
afternoon with the child. 

This child is a diminutive darky of the 
typical pickaninny class whose mother de- 
parted this life several years ago leaving 
it to the care of its grandmother, who 
likewise died, placing the baby in posses- 
sion of Mary Osburn, aforesaid. 

Mary is a being of ponderous magnitude 
and her muscular development is in pro- 
portion to her bodily bulk. There is noth- 


ing small about her heart if the affection © 


which she evinced for the sable speci- 
men of the human family under her care 
is considered. 

She waddled into the court room yester- 
day with a look of offended dignity on her 
glittering countenance, and the force of her 
sitting down shook the building. she 
watched the proceedings of the court with 
an expression of withering scorn. She heard 
the lawyer for the father of the child 
state to Judge Westmoreland the reason 
why the body of the boy should be given 
over to his care. He was its lawful father 
and had supported it for years. Mary 
Osburn had no claim except what was 
given by the woman in whose care the 
agarky had been before. 

All of these facts percolated into the 
pate of the old darky and she ruminated. 
Her lawyer stated the case and showed 
why Mary should still keep the little darky. 
But these reasons were not in accord with 
the ruling of Judge Westmoreland. After 
looking into the case he ruled that the 
child should be turned over to its father 
and that if the woman still retained or at- 
tempted to retain the child, the sheriff 
should be called upon and arrest her for 
contempt. ' 

The tenor of the ruling was explained 
to the old woman by her lawyer as she 
left the court room with the child in ques- 
tion pressed to her mighty bdsom. Her 
wrpth was rising and the fire of pent up 
rage flickered fiercely in her eye. 
¢ *I ain’t gwine giv’ in dis time, an’ dis 
here chile ain’t gwine git outen my house 
‘cepin’ dey fotch me, too, an’ dey ain't 
gwine do dat lessen dey tote me. Dat’s 
what I says, an’ I tell de jedge, too, ef he 
axes my mind on de subjeck. Can't tek 
dis here chile outen my keer wid none dem 
dar court doins.”’ 

Then came the father of the child and 
demanded in the name of tiie law that 
Mary give it over to his care. 

“Come an’ git it ef you wants it so bad. 
Dat’s all yer got to do. Come an’ git it 
an’ don't stan’ off dat way lookin’ lak 
you skeerd es a fice dorg.”’ 

The woman had braced herself for a 
Struggle and a big crowd collcted. The 
man approached,.the enraged woman, but 
whether he dreaded the force of her strong 
right arm or thought of the proximity, of a 
policeman, could not be told, but he turn. 
ed suddenly and walked in the other direc- 
tion. 

Then the old woman pressed the child 
closer and turned the corner leaving be- 
hind a volley of furious denunciations 
against the law and its officers. 

According to the order of Judge West- 
moreland the sheriff will seize the child 
and the old darky will be taken for con- 
tempt.
